The Regular Quarter Iy Meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of The Corcoran Gal Iery of Art was held at the 
Gal Iery at 10:30 o’clock. The meeting was cal led to 
order by Mr. Hamilton, the President, the other Trustees 
present being Messrs. Fleming, Glover, Thom, Bradley, 

Finley, Gray and Kreeger. The Assistant Secretary, 

Assistant Treasurer and Mrs. Alice Graeme Korff, Chairman 
of the Women's Committee, were also present. 

The Chair stated that in the absence of objection, 
the minutes of the Quarterly Meeting of April 25, 1966, be 

approved as written. 

The Secretary read the letter to Mr. Hamilton 
from Mrs. Orme WiIson of May 4, 1966, acknowledging the 

resolution on the death of Mr. Wilson adopted at the 
April Meeting of the Board, 

The Chair then read excerpts from a letter written 
on October 30, 1966, to the Trustees by Mrs. McCook Knox 

thanking the Board for awarding her a "Medal of Merit." He 
also stated that Mrs. Knox had presented the Gal Iery with a 
catalogue of the paintings and statuary of The Corcoran 
Gal Iery of Art publ ished in 1874, which is probably one of 
the very few surviving examples. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the Board of Trustees of The 

Corcoran Gallery of Art wishes to express its sincere 
sympathy and condolences to Mrs. Theodore Herz on the 
untimely death of her husband, whose interest in and 
generosity to The Corcoran Gallery of Art have been 
most deeply appreciated. 

The Assistant Treasurer then presented an in¬ 
terim report covering the changes in the investments of 
the Gallery's real estate notes and securities. This was 
accepted and ordered placed on file. 

The Financial Report of The Corcoran Gal Iery of 
Art covering the period January I, 1966, to June 30, 1966, 

was also submitted, approved and ordered placed on file. 
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The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the following persons, having been 

found to qua I ify as:

Fellows: Dr. Henry Buxbaum 

The John L. Proctor Trust 

in The Association of The Corcoran Gallery of 

Art, be and are hereby so elected. 

The attention of the Trustees was called to the 
fact that the Women's Committee had cash in bank on July 31, 
1966, of $51,081.90. 

Mr. Bradley then presented a report on the Building 
and Grounds for the second and third quarters. 

Mr. Avery Faulkner then joined the meeting and made 
a preliminary report on the architecturaI study of the build¬ 
ing which his firm has been conducting. The purpose of this 
presentation was to determine if the direction taken meets 
with the general approval of the Board. The presentation 
was illustrated by eight charts and a model of an exhibition 
gallery. Following the presentation, individual members of 
the Board were invited to ask questions, which was done. It 
was brought out that there was considerable latitude in the 
way the project could be developed, depending upon the Board's 
wishes and the extent to which the renovations would be carried, 
and that pending such advice from the Board there was IittIe 
that the architects could do to further the project at this 
stage. As the presentation met with the general concurrence 
of the Board and staff it was decided that the matter be 
referred to the Executive Committee for more detailed study 
and the formulation of a specific program to be referred 
back to the architect. 

As the implementation of any fund raising effort 
is contingent upon knowledge of the amount of money to be 
raised, there was no discussion of instituting a fund rais¬ 
ing effort pending the action of the Executive Committee on 
the architectural study. 

There being no further business to come before the 
Trustees, the meeting was adjourned at 12:15 p.m.

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MEMORANDUM

SUBJECT: Report of the Special Committee on Music of the Corcoran 

Gallery of Art 

I. The Committee has had an interchange of correspondence 
and telephone discussions with members of the Guarneri String Quartet and 
with members of the Iowa String Quartet, in connection with their interest 
in entering into the following arrangements with the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art: 


1. The four Stradivari musical instruments left to 
the Corcoran by the estate of Anna E. Clark (consisting 
of two violins, one viola and one violincello) would be 
loaned to the string quartet, for the use of its members 
during a stipulated period. 

2. The Quartet would undertake to keep the instru¬ 
ments under their control and with maximum care and 
security, and would keep the instruments insured for the 
specified values. 

3. The Quartet would present a series of concerts 
(at least four in number) without fee to the Gallery on 
dates to be mutually agreed upon. 

4. The members of the Quartet will retain custody 
of the instruments, and may use them, during the time 
of the agreement, for practice and for concert purposes. 

II. Both the Guarneri String Quartet and the Iowa String 
Quartet have expressed the general willingness to enter into such an agree¬ 
ment. A letter dated April 15, 1965 from the Iowa String Quartet states 
that the initial series would be free of charge to the Gallery, but makes 
reference to their usual fee of $750 per concert. It is possible that such 
a fee might be waived for a two-year period, in the event the contract 
should run for that time. 
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III. Both the Guarneri and the Iowa String Quartets have 
received outstandingly favorable reviews and critical notices. They are 
highly regarded by music critics, experts in music conservatories with 
whom I have checked, and by music connoisseurs. 

IV. The Iowa String Quartet was auditioned by the Committee 
in the Auditorium of the Corcoran Gallery on January 13, 1967. Those present 
in behalf of the Committee were: 

George E. Hamilton, Jr. 

Hermann W. Williams, Jr. 

Gordon Gray 

Lloyd Ultan (Head of the American University School 
of Music - present as Consultant to the 
Committee) 

David Lloyd Kreeger 

V. The Quartet played movements from quartets by Schubert, 
Beethoven, Mozart and a contemporary American composer. All present were 
impressed with the excellence of the performance. 

IV. On January 9, 1967, the Guarneri String Quartet was 
invited to be auditioned. A reply has just been received from Mr. David Soyer, 
on behalf of that Quartet, suggesting that our Committee should either attend 
one of their concerts (they will be giving concerts in New York and Baltimore 
during the next three months) or hear them on one of their RCA recordings. 
This would indicate that while the Guarneri String Quartet would be interested 
in using the instruments, they are not sufficiently interested to arrange a 
special audition. 


VII. Earlier this week, I received a telephone call from 
Dr. Howard Bowen, President of the University of Iowa, expressing a strong 
interest in having its Quartet selected to use the Corcoran's Stradivari instru¬ 
ments. He stated that the University would assume responsibility for the 
safekeeping, custody and insurance of the instruments; that it was important 
to the University to have its Quartet selected for this purpose; and that he is 
sure that they would be a credit to the Corcoran music series.

4. PUBLICITY 


The major exhibitions organized by the Corcoran and opened 
during the last three months of 1966 were general ly we I I 
received by the local press. The GEORGE R ICKEY exhibition of 
kinetic sculpture had advance publicity during the preceding 
quarter and its opening was recorded both in the Evening Star 
and in the Washington Post on October I. The exhibition was 
reviewed by the same publications on October 2 and 9 respectively. 
In addition, Time Magazine of November 4 ran an i I lustrated 
article, and the acquisition of one of the works for the 
Corcoran by the Friends of the Corcoran was mentioned in an 
article in the Washington Post of December 2. While Mr. Rickey 
was in town to instalI the exhibition and when he lectured on 
October 27, he was interviewed on several radio and television 
programs in this area. 

The FIFTH ANNIVERSARY EXHIBITION , organized by the Friends of 
the Corcoran, had an advance story in the October 4 issue of 
the New York Times , in the Evening Star on October 3 and the 
opening was covered by both major paper on October 7. The 
exhibition was reviewed by the Sunday Star on October 9 and in 

the Washington Post on October 16. Television programs on 














Chanel 4 and 7 gave coverage to the event. 


CONTEMPORARY PERUVIAN PAINTING AND SCULPTURE was the subject 
of i I lustrated feature stories in the Washington Post on 
October 2 and the Sunday Star on October 16. The Post also 
ran an interview with one of the artists in the show on October 28 
and the Star with the same artist on October 31. The opening 
was featured with photographs in both papers on October 29 and 
the exhibition was reviewed in the Sunday Star on October 30 and 
in the Post on November 6.

The two afternoon concerts on October 16 and 
November 27 were reviewed by both major papers on the foI lowing 
day. 

One of the lectures on this season's program, given by HAROLD 
PETERSON, Chief Curator of the National Park Service on December 15 
was popular not only with the Membership but also attracted 
maximum coverage in the local press. On December 3 an article 
and illustrating photograph of preparations for the lecture 
appeared in the Evening Star and an illustrated account of the 
lecture was in the December 18 issue of the Washington Post .

The Dean of The Art School begs to submit the following report 
covering the period of October 1, 1966-December 31* 1966. 

Our faculty members exhibited widely during this period. Wil¬ 
liam Woodward exhibited paintings and drawings in a one-man show at 
MLckelson’s Gallery, Washington, D. C. November 5-26. Thomas Down¬ 
ing not only exhibited in the "Systemic Painting" exhibit at the 
Guggenheim Museum in New York City but was also represented at The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art in a one-man show of paintings during De¬ 
cember, 1966. Mr. Downing was honored at a tea prior to the open¬ 
ing. Teruo Hara exhibited at a Group Show October 17 - November 6 
at Hinckley and Brohel Gallery, Washington, D. C. The exhibition in¬ 
cluded prints and pottery. He also exhibited in a group show at The 
Gallery of The Maryland Institute from December 6 - January U, 1967. 
The title of the show was "Crafts Invitational 1966". Mr. Eugene 
Frederick, instructor in Etching,had a one-man show of etchings and 
drawings in the Parlour of Robinson House of the Virginia Museum of 
Fine Arts, Richmond,Virginia from 9 November through December 2. 

December 11, 1966 The Lee Gallery in Alexandria, Virginia had 
its opening of a group show of these six Corcoran School of Art in¬ 
structors: Eugene Frederick, Teruo Hara, Jack Perlmutter, Brockie 
Stevenson, William Taylor and Malcolm Wright. The entire Corcoran 
School of Art day and evening faculty exhibited at The George Wash¬ 
ington University in the Fine Arts Faculty Show during October, 1966. 

On October 3 at 10:30 a.m. Pietro Lazzari was interviewed on 
WMAL television on "Here’s Barbara" with great emphasis and interest 
placed on the bust of Pope Paul which he had completed summer 1966 
in Rome, Italy. William Woodward was interviewed on radio on the 
Steve Allison Show on WWDC midnite, December 8, 1966. 

November 5, five Corcoran School of Art artists opened "The 
Young Painters’ Gallery". • These students were Terrence Coffman, 

Brian Sebastian, Karl Vermandois, Monte Leake and Susan Kappraff. 

The Gallery was remodelled by these young artists and the outcome 
very promising. Another student and a 1966 Concours winner, Terr¬ 
ence Manning exhibited at a group show at Georgetown University 
December 11. 

During November 1966 the Advanced Drawing students were in¬ 
vited to the National Ballet to study the dancer in action and re¬ 
pose. Mr. Russo’s students found these sessions rewarding and 
successful experiences and thoroughly enjoyed working in such an 
inspirational atmosphere at the dance studios and at the dress re- 
hersals at Lisner Auditorium. 
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All the Drawing and Design classes exhibited in a show in the 
Corcoran School of Art Gallery from November 18-December 9, 1966. The 
show was a representation of all classes and the techniques and methods 
used. 


The Saturday School was launched 1 October with seventeen fac¬ 
ulty members: Martha Brumbaugh, Arlene Rubin Corkery, Gene Davis, 
Sandra Davis, Richard Dempsey, Evelyn Dyer, Sam Gilliam, Leolla Glick, 
Blaine Larson-Crowther, Roslyn Logsdon, Berthold Schmutzhart, Hilda 
Shapiro, Lily Spandorf, Robert Stackhouse, Dianne Wallace, Malcolm 
Wright with Ed McGowin as head of The Saturday School. There are 
seventeen classes offered to adults, young, adults, young people and 
children. The total enrollment for the Saturday School fall term 
1966-1967 is 310. We felt fortunate in arranging for such a well- 
known faculty and such an enthusiasic group of students. 

After five weeks of classes the Saturday faculty exhibited 
paintings, drawings, sculpture, ceramics and watercolors in the 
Annual Saturday Faculty Show. The show was highly successful, very 
colorful and visited by many dignitaries including Mr. David Finley 
on 9 November 1966, a distinguished member of the Board of Trustees. 

On 19 December the Saturday Show for students was hung. The 
exhibit included drawings and paintings, watercolors, and ceramics. 
Sculpture was placed in the Gallery also. The show was varied with 
young and old participating which made for an interesting exhibition. 

On October 2h, 1966 The Committee on Works of Art approved the 
following projects for the Corcoran School of Art; 1) an exchange of 
a faculty member of The Corcoran School of Art with The Leeds College 
of Artj 2) Corcoran School to join representatives of the D. C. Teachers 
College and the D. C. Board of Education in evolving a plan which could 
involve the three agencies in a joint effort aimed at grooming some 
50 "artist-teachers" for D. C. Schools; 3) The Corcoran School of Art 
to invite High School Counselors and Art Teachers in this geographical 
area to an orientation program and open house one evening in the late 
fall; k) Exploration and development of plan to take a group of ar¬ 
tists on a working tour of England and the Scandinavian countries du¬ 
ring the summer of 1967 and or 1968. 

We were very pleased to have our proposals accepted and began 
work immediately with the Open House for High School Counselors. This 
was November 20, 1966 at 7:30 p.m. Coffee and cake was served prior to 
the brief departmental talks. The Drawing and Design exhibit by Cor¬ 
coran students was hanging in the School Gallery at the time. The even¬ 
ing was pleasant. Miss Mary Keever, teacher of the Woodson High School 
in Fairfax, Virginia brought two art classes of fifty students on Dec¬ 
ember 12 to view the Drawing and Design show. 

The Corcoran School was visited by many distinguished guests this 
reporting period. The Council on Leaders and Specialists, Washington, 

D. C. referred two gentlemen, Mr. Julio Cesar Borges, Director of the 
School of Plastic Arts of Valera, Trujillo State, Venezuela, and Gorge 



Carrasco, Professor of Painting at The National Academy of Fine Arts, 

La Paz, Bolivia, to the Corcoran School of Art for information and a 
tour of the school. These guests arrived on two occasions, Ootober 19 
and October 21. From Temple University of Tyler School of Art came 
Mr. Allen Koss who is in charge of a long established course on old 
masters’ techniques and museum research at the University. He and Mr. 
Russo exchanged ideas and Mr. Russo escorted Mr. Koss around the school. 

Mrs. Hilda Shapiro, Saturday School instructor in Sculpture, 
brought her class from Mount Vernon Seminary to visit the Saturday 
Faculty Exhibition November 16. 

Gifts made to The Corcoran School of Art were from: Mr. Clyde 
Hagerty who gave $50.00 to the Student Loan Fund on December 19. Dr 
Kermit Knudzton who gave $50.00 to the Saturday School scholarship 
fund December 12. We greatly appreciate these gifts for the needy 
causes. 


The Corcoran School;of Art was host to several guest lecturers 
and demonstrators, mr. Matthew Moss lectured on October 2b at 1:15 p.m;\ 
on"Modern Irish Art." Mr. Moss is the Assistant Restorer, at the Nat¬ 
ional Gallery of Ireland. On October 27 at 8:U0 p.m. students attended 
the lecture given on Kinetic Sculpture by Mr. George Rickey. Mr. Rickey 
exhibited at The Corcoran Gallery of Art during the month of October and 
part of November. Mr. Michael Ponce de Leon, intaglio artist, who had 
a one-man show in the Corcoran Gallery of Art gave a lecture demon¬ 
stration November 7 in the Graphics Department. Later that day Mr. 

Ponce de Leon gave a lecture to the student body in the school auditor¬ 
ium. Mr. David Porter, artist of New York City gave a lecture to the 
student body on Monday, November li; at 1:30 p.m. On Tuesday, Novem¬ 
ber 15 Mr. Porter gave a collage demonstration at 1:30 p.m. This was 
primarily for painting students, but students from all departments 
came to see the technique. It was a very successful afternoon. 

Ronald Hayes of New Masters Fine Art Materials discussed acryllics on 
November 9 in the School Auditorium, and demonstrated their use in the 
school later. Father Love visited The Corcoran School of Art on Dec¬ 
ember 1. Father Love, a printmaker with an international reputation, 
gave a lecture demonstration which was received with great enthusiasm. 

The Ceramics Department held its annual Ceramics sale on December 
lU and 15. As usual the sale was a great success and the money will 
be placed in the kiln fund. Mr. Eugene E. Myers, Dean.was host at a 
Christmas party on December 15 from U:30 - 6:00 p.m.
